He denies in his coammunication that be did
pot charge tor earrlage bhire. Of course he did
nol charge; he attempted to do so, however. This
was sworn to by Mrs. Dowell betore the He.
corder, and the City Pastor himself, jn the pre
gence ol 4 crowded nudience, absolutély acknow-
